Raising Hogs. 


Ie is very necessary that we re- 
cognize hog cholera and swine 
plague in the very early stages in 
order to prevent them from epread- 
ing. In some outbreaks the symp- 
toms are not typical and we cannot 
diagnose the disease by the symp- 
toms alone. In such cases we should 
destroy « sick hog and make a care- 
ful post-mortem examination, say 
Prof..R. A. Craig. ; 

If the disease proves to be hog 
cholera or ewine plague, and it is 
practical under the conditions the 
herd should be divided into small 
bunches. The sick animals should 
be separated from the wéll ones and 
all possible precautions taken 
against the spread of the disease. 

Do not move the hogs to different 
parts of the farm, nor scatter the 
disease over the farm. If the yards 
and hog houses are in such & condi- 
tion that they cannot be properly 
cleaned and disinfected we should 
move the herd to some convenient 
place and build temporary quar- 
ters. 

When the weather is warm. the 
only protection needed is shade. In 
cold weather it is necessary to pro- 
vide quarters warm enough to pre- 
vent the hogs from piling up and 
catching cold. Portable hog houses 
are very useful for this purpose. 

The yards, feeding floors, troughs 
and hog houses must be kept clean. 
All litter must-be removed daily, 
and the frequent spraying of the 
hogs, feeding floors and sleeping 
quarters with a water solution (two

This is not « difficult task if the 
body is placed on top of a pile of 
wood--that will burn quickly and 
make a hot fire. If disposed of by 
burying is should be well done and 
the body covered with lime. How- 
ever, this is not as satisfactory as 
burning. - 

The length of time that the hog 
houses and their surroundings will 
remain infected will depend on the 
care taken in cleaning them. 
filth the germs may live for five 
months. All litter about the yards 
must burned or removed to @ 
place where the hogs cannot eome 
in contact with it. 

Whitewash and disinfectants must 
be used freely about the hog house 
and yards. If the cleaning and dis- 
infecting is carefully done we may 
be able to stock up again within a 
few weeks after the bogs have stop- 
ped dying and suffer no further 
loss, but it is usually best to wait 
two or three months before we do 
this, or depend on the hogs that 
have survived for a fresh start. 

Where it is practical we should | 
move the hogs to some other part) 
of the farm and build new and bet- | 
ter yards. 

The pure-bred hog will mature 
and come into money more quickly 
than a scrub, and bring more money 
for the same weight at that. 

If sows are closely watched at 
farrowing time and the pigs im- 
mediately be placed in a position to 
suck they are not so apt to devour 
them.

Berlin, Dec. 2.—Prof. Schleich, of 
Virchow - hospital, says Dr. Fried- 
man’s tuberculosis cure will mark one 
of the greatest epochs in the history of 
medicine.

‘he young man was cured in less than 
three months by the use of the serum. 

The correspondent also talked with 
the father of two children, both of 
whom have been been suffering from 
bone tuberculosis. One was cured by 
Dr. Friedman in six weeks. The 
other has been under treatment by 
one of Berlin's most famous specialists 
for seven months. The specialist has 
now asked Dr. Friedman to take the 
case, 

Dr. Friedman does not claim that 
his discovery will cure hopeless cases 
or third stages of the disease, and 
acing warns people against build- 
ing up hopes for any such result.

The 
picture itself is oo a flat cnnvas and 
becomes narrowed In perspective, 
does any fat surface bebeld at less thay 
a right angle, A square seen at fess 
than a fight angle temisx toward the 
projection of av oblong. Under these 
conditions the face of the portralt be 
comes elongated proportionaliy, it still 
looks at the spectator because It pos 
gesses all the drawing that was seen 
in the front view, narrow now because 
viewed from an acute angle, 

This fact will be nore readily onder 
stood by the spectator If he will ball 
close bis eyes until nnable to apprect- 
ate the surroundings of the p'rture 
ond the acute angle which the painted 
surface beara to bim. The contraction 
of tbe features will be apparent at 
once, The photograph of o portrait at 
an acute angle would show the por 
spective narrowing more pininiy. It ts 
this contracted portrait that is even 
upon moving to the right or left of It. 
The principle would be the snine If the 
spectator take a station bigher or low- 
er than the pleture, except that the 
bead would then appear to be widencd 
{instead of narrowed. Whatever the 
position of the spectator, the eres will 
look at him (if they do so In the first 
place) becease there Is no other place 
for them to look.—Harper’s Weekly.

COLORED RAIN AND SNOW.

And In Volcanic Regione Gray Hai! te 
Relatively Common 

In certain parts of Spain during io<t 
winter red und black anow fell. ‘The 
phenomenon is explained as belong due 
to the presence in the atmosphere ja 
unusual, quantities of certain mineral 
salts. History mentions a day when 
“the hearens ralned blood.” In the nid- 
dle ages auch ao occurrence wan ae 
cepted as predicting war or famine, or. 
at any rate, shedding of blood. 

The presence of a microorganism 
seems alwases to accompany red rain. 
In volcanic regions gray ball ls rela- 
tively common, In Sicily this has been 
observed very often, because the high- 
er Inyers of the atmosphere are Miled 
with ashes from Mount Etna. During | 
the past century there have been black © 
rains Io England twice, and on both oc- 
casions the color was dne to the pres 
ence of micro-organisms, 

A curious fall of red snow ts observed 
sometimes in the Alps fo spring. but 
black snow ia a rarity, Last spring in 
the mountains that surround the valley 
of Kmmen snow of a dirty grayixh 
viack hax been noticed. It formed a 
trust of some centimeters In. thickness 
and extended over the white snow 
which bad fallen on previous days. 


‘This strange occurrence bas not been 


satisfactorily explained, but ft te sup- 
posed that the rolcanic ashes from 
Etna were carried by the winds’ and 
precipitated by the dainpnesa of the 
air.— Darper'a Weekly. 


A Captul of Wind. 

The origin of the phrase “a cupfal 
of wind” enn be traced to a Norse 
king, Eric Vi, who died In 907 A, D. 
He was credited with the useful power 
of directing the wind to blow where 
he wished by the simple method of 
turning bls cap to that point of the 
compass. [is powers were much ap- 
preciated and trusted and resalted in 
his belng known as “windy cap.” 
There Ia no evidence as to whether be 
could regulate the force of the wind 
os well as the direction, Presumably 
he could, or bis faithful bellevers 
would vot have been so many. A “bag 
ful of wind" is another common ex- 
pression and indicates something like 
a yale. This has been traced down to 
the classical legend of Aeolns and bis 
enptive winds confined to bags. 


Roman Masons’ Tools. 

The excavations at Pompell and Her- 
enlaneum have unearthed masons 
tools moch resembling those In use to- 
day and demonstrated the freer use of 
large tiles, the employment of iron to 
tie together brick and stone work 
and the use of a kind of concrete of 
which lime was the binding mediom 
and finely broken brick a favorite ma- 
terlal. The dome of the Pantheon, 
built in the Gret century of the Chris- 
tian era, still testifies to the enduring 
vuature of the concrete superstructure, 
atbelt bound with lime and not with 
vemnent.—National Magazine.

pand, thus injuring the germ, or little 
plant, lofvering its vitality and often 
destroying It, so the kerrel will not ger. | 
It is well, If possible, to have 
every eur of seed corn selected before 
a killing frost. 

In the cholee of corn for aeed one 
selects the ears that he helleves will 
give him the largest sicld of 
corn the following year. It is ‘ wood 
plain te choose an ear of corn that 
is us near the type wanted"as possible; 
then keep, this ear from sear to year, 
or both you get a better one. At any 
rate, huve a sample ear that you cap 
look at occasionally. to help you to 
following une. Keep this type ear 
bandy when selecting corp in the fall, 
und in the spring, when the final. se- 
lection is m@te, it Is well to compare 
all ears enrefully with the type ear.

The Hospital for Sick Chiltren 


Dear Mr. Editor:— 


It would take more space than you 
ean spare to tell of the good work 
done by the Hospital for Sick Chil- 
dren, Toronto, for the sick and de 
formed children of this Province. Let 
me, in a few words, tell you~ of the 
steady growth of this Hospital. 

in the year 1876 there were only six 
cots and beds, one nurse; 44 in-patients 
and 67 out-patients. ‘In 1912 there 
were 250 cots and beds, 64 nurses, 
1.294 in-patients and 17,862 out- 
patients. _ 

During the 37 years of the Hos- 
pital’s existence, 19,370 in-patients 
have been admitted, and 133,724 evt- 
patients have been treated, a tota! of 
153,094, or an average of 4,138 per 
year. Of the 19,370 in-patients, 5.495 
were from places outside of Toronto. 
9.644 of the total in-patients were 
cured, and 6,711 were improved. This 
is a great record, 

Of the 1,294 in-patients last year, 341 
eame from 218 places ouside of Tor- 
onto, so that the Hospital is not a 
local, but a Provincial Institution. — 

In the Orthopedic Department in 37 
years, nearly 700 boys and girls have 
been treated for clubfeet, and about 
600 were corrected. Half of these 
came from places outside of Toronto, 
go surely we have a fair claim for 
help from the people of this Province. 

The Corporation of Toronto grants 
$25,000, not only for the city children, 
but towards the maintenance of all 
patients in the Hospital, and the citl- 
zens of Toronto donate an average of 
$15,000 annually to the funds of the 
Hospital. 

Will you, kind reader, think of what 
your money will do? It helps to re 
store health and strength, and gives 
sound limbs and straight feet to 
crippled boys and girls. 

Remember that your pocket-book 
must be the Hospital's friend, if the 
Hospital ls to be the children’s friend.

Raising Calves. 
Several systems of raising calves 


her | are in vogue among different stock- 


men. The calves may be allowed | 
to run with the cows and suck at 
will. They may be confined and al- 
lowed to suck two or three times 
per day. In this system one wall 
may be allowed to suck on¢ or two 
cows, or two calves may be allowed 
to suck the same cow, according to 
the flow of milk and size of the 
calves. Calves may be confined 
and fed fresh whele milk from the 
pail. Again, they may be fed on 
fresh, sweet skim milk or separa- 
tor milk or’on sour ekim milk, or 
even buttermilk or whey. 

On the western ranges and in 
other localities where beef is the 
chief object and where the milk is 
not desired for other purposes, the 
calf is allowed to run with its mo- 
ther. . Under range conditions this 
is the only possible economic way 
of raising calves. The sucking 


‘calf develops into a more promising 


yearling than the skim milk calf, 
especially if the latter is fed in a 
careless or irregular manner. With- 
out proper care skim milk calves 


make small pot-bellied yearlings. — 


Whatever cattle are raised on a 
small scale and there is a good mar- 
ket for milk, it does not pay to .et 
calves suck the cows. Only calves 
which will bring fancy prices for 
breeding purposes can profitably be 
allowed to run with the mother. 
Milk will bring a larger price as 
ordinary ealves. can 
make from it. 

The results of numerous experi- 
ments in the United States and 
agree- 
with regard to the most eco- 

method: of raising calves. 
should be allowed to suck the 

s for three or four days. They 
will thus get the colostrum or first 
milk and exercise a favorable in- 
fluence in preventing inflammation 
of the udder. 

About the fourth day the calves 
should be separated from the cows 
and fed on whole milk by means 
of an artificial feeder, or taught to 
drink whole milk from a pail. As 
soon as they have learned to drink

Watch Over Sleeping King. 


Every night the palace at which 
King George is sleeping is patroled 
by night-watchmen, who pass along 
the corridors throughout the night 
inspecting doors and windows. 
These watchmen wear earpet slip- 
pers to deaden the sounds of their 
footfalls, and are specially trained 
to know exactly what to do in case 
of fire. In addition te the night pa- 
trol, there is always a sentry on 
duty outside the chamber im which 
the King sleeps. 

King Alfonso of Spain is guarded 
at night by specially selected sol- 
diers, who take charge of the keys 
of all the palace doors each night. 
These men pledge themselves that 
the doors shal! not be unlocked un- 
til daybreak, and no one is allowed 
to enter or leave the palace until 
the night is over. The guards sleep 
outside the royal bedchamber, so, 
that no one may enter during the 
night, 

King Albert of Belgium is an- 
other carefully guarded monarch 
whom no one may disturb once 
night has set in.

If scouring persists the 
calves may be fed smal] quantities 
of wheat bran or rve bran or a lit- 
tle lime may be added. 

For their best development calves | 


require milk for four or five months. | 
After that time milk may be omit-| 
ted from the ration. Smal! quan- | 
tities of grain should be fed from 
the time the calves are two or three 
weeks old. Corn meal, kaffir corn 
meal, oatmeal and ground flaxseed 
or linseed meal are best for this 
purpose. Calves may be taught to 
eat by placing a handful of dry 
meal in the mouth.

F. D. Wellman Shoots His Young 
Wife, Then Himself 


An attempted murder and a suicide 
occurred at 4.30 Saturday afternoon, 
when E. D. Wellman of Rawdon shot 
his fonrteen-year-old wife in the head 
and blew his brains out. It. is not 
thought Mrs. Wellman can survive. 
The couple were married in June last 
at Campbellford. 

Wellman, it is said, had not been in 
his right mind for sometime, He 
was first noticed acting strangely in 
September, his talk and unusual -con- 
duct causing much comment and un- 
easiness among neighbors. Three 
days ago he borrowed an old Snider 
rifle from one of the neighbors saying 
he wanted to shoot a weasel. He had 
borrdwed a gun at other times. 

On Wednesday Wellman quarreled 
with his wife. He ran outdoors mak- 
ing serions threats, and she followed 
and tried to coax him back. He re- 
fused and went on to one of the neigh- 
boring farms. As she was in a deli- 
eate condition the excitement brought 
on a miscarriage. Wellman’s mother

SHOT WIPE IN BED 

About 4.30 Satuaday afternoon his 
mother went out to the barn leaving 
her son and his wife in the house.

The cause of the tragedy is explain- 
edin a letter found on Wellman’s 
body. It was incoherent in its com- 

ition, i. Sag hinting that his 
rother and-his- wife's relatives were 
trying to take his property away from 
him. The letter clearly showed that 
he premeditated the crime. He said 
he was prepared to answer to his God 
for what he was going to do. 

Wellman has only one brother. The 
suicide lived in the Lith concession of 
Rawdon township, about fourteen 
miles from Stirling, and four miles 
north-west from the junction of the ©. 
O.R. and C.P.R. He was thirty-eight 

rears of age, his wife being bunt Lt. 
lire. Wellman's- mother is dead. Her 
father, named Gifford, is still living. 


The unfortunate young woman 
formerly lived for a time tn Madoc, 
and after the death of her mother in 
the summer of 1911, took fall charge 
of the younger members of the family. 
They resided in a small house in the 
east end of village.

She 
suffered terrible injuries, loging one 
eye, both jaw bones were broken, and 
hor face badly lacerated by the bird- 
shot.

she was then taken to the hospital. 
Providing complications do not arise. 
the young woman will likely recover. 

Wellman’s sister, who had been con- 
fined in the asylum, was released on 
Saturday, and cameto his home. The 
asylum authorities learned of the sui- 
cide, and she was taken back. The 
local authorities had the necessary 
papers made ont, and the suicide’s 
mother was also taken to the asylum.

WILL RECOVER

Mr. Herbert Elliott, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. T. Elliott, of town, who was 
badly scalded and injured in a railway 
wreck at Midland last week, is on the 
way to recovery. It was stated in 
these columns that, owing to the seri- 
ous injuries, he would not likely get 
better, but word has been since re- 
ceived that both he and a firemen 
have bright hopes for their recovery. 
A loaded grain train, with two en- 
gines, running at high speed, ran into 
a string of freight cars standing on 
the track. The fireman on Mr. El- 
liott's engine was killed, and both the 
engineer and fireman of the other en- 
gine were badly injured. «The impact 
of the collision was so great that the 
ear rammed was smashed into kind- 
ling, while the engines ploughed 
through two other cars behind. So 
great was the force with which the 
engines dashed that the front one was 
thrown completely from the tracks, 
while the tenderof the second was 
hurled clear over the cab behind. All 
four of the injured men were unable. 
to leap to safety before the cars were 
struck, and they were buried under 
the wreckage. Kedpath died within a 
fewninutes after being taken out, 
while Elliott could not be released un- 
All were 
severely scalded, and it was found that 
a hot iron band had been pressed 


against Elliott's ys and burned the 
flesh almost to the bone.

Elliot of Lindsay, who was scalded last 
week, in the wreck, will be maimed 
for life. The physicians found ‘it ne- 
cessary to remove the knee-cap from 
the leg, which was badly roasted with 
the hot iron shaft, Witherup, the 
scalded fireman, is improving slowly 
and will recover. 

The inquest into the cause of the 
wreck was held yesterday at Waubau- 
shene. Criminal negligence was alleg- 
ed against the brakeman whose duty 
was to flag the train, but after hear- 
ing the evidence and being out three 
hours the jury brought in a verdict of 
negligence on the part of the flagman 
in not flagging the grain train.

be carried forward of $802.000. The 
Bank has now total assets of nearly 
#237,000,000, making it one of the 
‘strongest financial institutions on 
the continent. During the year it 
increased its paidup capital to $16,- 
000,000, increased its rest account 
to a similar sum, made large gains 
in deposits and in current loans, 
opened a number of new branches, 
jand otherwise kept pace with the 
‘growing prosperity of the Domin- 
ion. The fact that the Bank made 
current loans of nearly $120,000.00) 
| shows that there is a big demand in 
the country for banking accommo- 
dation, and that the Bank of Mont- 
‘real is doing its full share in cater- 
ing to the business needs of the 
communities where its branches 
are located. 

The year was the first under the 
general management of Mr. H. V. 
| Meredith, and the fact that the

who were formerly known as ‘musi 
cal watchmen.” 

The mummers, maskers, or guiz- 
ards, ‘were once 43 regular visitors 
at this season as the carol-singers, 
and also traced their descent from 
the minstrel players of the Middle 
Ages.

They therefore decided to descend ; | 
and, the valve being thrown open, 
the ballcon dropped two miles in 
about’ six minutes. Then, at a 
height of two miles from the earth, 
the balloon dropped out of the 
lowest cloud stratum, and the earth 
could. be plainly seen.

The ascension was made from City 
Road, London, under conditions of 
a most favorable nature.

“If this does not do the trick, as 
a last heroic remedy put a damp 
napkin round your head at night 
covered with a piece of oilskifi and 
tied on with a bandage. Slee 
should come in ten minutes. But 
look upon this device as calculated 
in the long run to impede the nat- 
ural action of the organs of the 
body.’’ ; 

“Another of my fellow-sufferers 
recommends magnetism, which he 
says has cured him after ten appli- 
cations. Another writes: ‘No drug 
should be used except in the case of 
very obstinate insomnia, when it is 
necessary, at all costs, to get three 
good nights. No other person 
should be in the room. The sound 
of their sleeping is irritating. 
Smoke very little in the evening and 
abstain from all stimulants, tea, 
coffee, grog, etc. Don’t read in 
bed. If sleep refuses to come get 
up for a few minutes and occupy 
yourself with some trifling duties, 
such as arranging papers, folding 
up your clothes, washing your 
hands. Don’t let business come in- 
to your head. Don’t mind a slight 
feeling of chill, and get into .bed 
again at the end of ten or twelve 
minutes. 

‘(Tf in spite of all this sleep re- 
fuses to come, try reading. But 
don’t. read anything lively or in- 
teresting. In my own case it is 
very rare that insomnia does not 
succumb to two or three pages of 
Plato’s ‘‘Phaedo.’ ’’

other suggests: ‘Count slowly from 
l upwards. It is very rare one gets 
up to 200 without going off to sleep. 
It is on record, however, that one 
victim got up to 16,987, and then it

Walata, Once Centre of ‘African 
Civilization, in Ruins. — 


Another ‘‘mysterious city of the 
desert has given up its secrets: 
Walata has been entered by a white 
explorer.’”’ Until last January Wa- 
lata—Oualata, the French spe 1 it 
was more mysterious even than 
fabled Timbuctoo, its distant neigh- 
bor. 

In the tenth century Walata was 
a great city, the centre of civiliza- 
tion, from which the religion of Is- 
lam spread throughout western 
Africa. Up to the twelfth century 
it was the prosperous capital of the 
kingdom of Gana, the market to 
which came all the nations of Afri- 
ca, with caravan routes across the 
desert to Tunis, Touat, Tafilet and 
Fez. Here gathered the wise men 
and the doctors of the law of Ma- 
homet. : 

Then, like all Babylons and all 
Tyres, it began to decline. Timbuc- 
too, a younger city, gradually stole 
away its trade and usurped its posi- 
tion as an intellectual centre.

The sacredness of the mistletoe has 
always been respected, particularly by 
the Britons and the Scandinavians. It 
was a part of the religion of the 
druids, and they regarded It with the 
atmost veneration, but restricted their 
worship of it to the plant when found 
growing on the oak. The oak was the 
favorite tree of their divinity. Tutane, 
which the books say appears to have 
been the same as the Phoenician god 
Baal, or the sun, was prayed to under 
different names by the early pagans. 
At the period of the winter solstice, 
which was abont Christmas: time, a 
great festival was celebrated in honor 
of ‘Tutane. When this anolversary ar- 
rived the Britons, accompanied by 
their priests, the druids, went forth 
with glorious pomp and jollity to gath- 
er the mistletoe, which they believed 


With them they took two white bulls 
and sometimes buman beings to be 
sacrificed. .. 

Upon finding the oak with the mis- 
tletoe clinging tu it the ebief druid, | 
clad in white, the emblem of purity, | 
ascended the tree and with a golden | 
knife cut the vine. As it fell it was 
caught tn the folds of the robe of an- 
other priest. Then the bulls and some- 
times the humans were offered to Tur | 
tane, and variona festivities followed. 
The mistletoe thus gathered .was cut | 
Into small portions and distributed 
among the people, who tung It over | 
the entrances to their dwellings to 
notify the sylvan deities “that they 
were welcome to shelter during the 
season of frost and cold. 

These rites were retained throughout | 
the Roman dominion in Britain and 
for a long while under the Jules, Sax- 
ons and Angles. ; 

The most beautiful legend regarding 
the mistletoe and the one from which 
it derives its mystic powers is of Scan- | 
dinavian origin. Balder, the god_of 
poetry and eloquence and second soi 
of Odin and Freja, bad a dream in | 
which it was intimated that he would 
be killed in battle. He communicated | 
this dream to his mother, who was 
very fond of him, and she, to protect 
him, Invoked the powers of nature—fre, 
earth, alr and water—as well as ani- 
mals and plants and obtained an oath 
from them that they would do Baldee 
no burt. With bis invulnerability as- 
sured, as he thought, he entered the 
combats of the gods and was very suc- 
cessful in slaying all who came for- 
ward to engage bim, They struck bim | 
with thelr arrows, but be plucked them 
out and derided his antagonists as 
they fell mortally wounded before bim..

744, A. U. Ob a, 
after the founding of Rome. Nearly 
all chronologisia agree that be wae 
wrong by about four years. Christ, 
accord@ug to them, was born 750 A, 0. 
G., or 4 B. ©. if not eartler, 

Much evidence is offered in support 
of this. According to Matthew tl, 1, 
Christ was born in the days of King 
Herod |. or the Great, who died, ac 
cording to Josephus, at Jeriebo A. 0. O. 
780, just before the Passover. This 
date has been verified by the astro 
nomical calculations of the eclipse of 
the moon, which took place on March 
138 im the year 750 A. U. ©. a few 
days before Herod's death. 

Allowing two months or more for 
the events between the birth of Christ 
and the murder of the Innocents py 
Herod, the nativity must be put back 
at least to February or January.

great measure determined by the care 
given the cream from which it is made. 
This matter is recognized by the De- 
tment of Agriculture at Ottawa as 
being of. vi im ce to the 
creamery patronsand buttermakers of 
Canada; consequently there has been 
repared by the Ohief of the Dairy 
Jommission a bulletin on “The Care 
of Cream for Buttermaking.” It com- 
mences with the health and feeding of 
the cows and follows the subject 
through the various stages of milk 
separating, storing and delive 
the cream, each section 
with from the standpoint 
on the job rather than of the official 
inan office. The results of experi- 
ments conducted on farms in 
creameries are given to show the ad- 
van sof separating a rich cream, 
properly cooling and storing it, as 
well as making frequent deliveries. 
The bulletin an Sh “Keeping the 
cream at the farm for- longer than two 
days at the farm has, no doubt, much 
to do with the old cream flavor so com- 
monin gathered cream butter, and 
hardly expect to have this re- 
medied solong as cream is gathered 
less than three times each week." 

The bulletin which is No. 32 of the 
Dairy and Cold 8S es con- 
cludes with a summary of important 
notes for patrons, creamery owners 
and buttermakers: Copies may be re- 
ceived from the Publications Hiranch 
of the De ent of Agriculture at 
Ottawa. This bulletin issued b 
authority of the Hon. Martin Burrel, 
Minister of Agriculture.

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On the Farm 
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Succulent Food for Steck. 


Just as one enjoys eating an ap- 
ple occasionally—especially during 
the winter, when less fruit and ve- 
getables are used than during the 
summer-—just so the live swek io 
the winter, when their rations con- 
sist largely of dry feed, need and 
appreciate some form of succuleat 
food. There is very little added 
expense in supplying animals with 
a reasonable amount of succulent 
food, either in the form of roots or 
silage. For a herd of twelve or 
more cows, this succulent food is 
most cheaply supplied by the use of 
silage; but for the smaller herd, or 
for a man without a silo, roots af- 
ford an excellent substitute for si- 
lage. 

By care in preparing the soil and 
growing the crop, from fifteen to 
twenty-five tons of roots, like man- 
gels, rutabagas or stock carrots can 
be grown per acre. They can be 
stored under the feeding-alley or 
in a pit outside of the barn, at yery 
little expense. Twenty tons of

roots will supply ‘ten cows twenty). 


pounds per day each for 200 days, 
and can be grown and harvested 
at a cost of less than 840. The nu- 
trients contained in twenty tons 
of roots are worth 820 when bran 
is worth $20 per ton; so the feeding 
value of the roots is sufficient to 
pay for the cost of production, be- 
side the additional advantage of 
their supplying the succulence 
needed by the animal. . 


Planting Seeds of Fruits. 


Large seeds like peaches and 
plums may be planted in the fall, 
and they will freeze sufficiently 
during the winter to cause them to 
sprout readily in the spring. Small 
seeds like the apple, grape, etc., 
should be mixed with sand in the 
fall or early winter, and placed in 
a shallow, open box. The box 
should be set flat, on the ground 
on the north side of -a building 
where it will keep moist and re- 
main there all wirter to freeze and 
thaw as often as it will. The con- 
tents of the box should. never be 
allowed to dry out. Very early in 
the spring just as soon as the soil 
in the garden will do to work, the 
seeds should be planted in rows 
and covered very lightly. The seeds 
may be separated from the sand 
with a sieve, but this is unneces- 
sary as sand and all may be sown 
in the row. Take care that the 
seeds do not become dry before 
they are planted. Apple seeds be- 
gin growing very early, so that 
care must be taken to get them in 
the ground before sprouting begins. 


In the Poultry Yard.

They may be fed either cook- 
ed or raw. Cooked vegetables. of 
course should be mashed and thick- 
ened with ground grain. Always 
remove the seed from pumpkins. 


Raise More Sheep. 


Fifteen or 
ram, will constitute abont the right- 
sized flock with which to begin. 
They must have abundant shelter 
from rain and snew; but it need 
not be in a warm barn. Wet, whe- 
ther from above or underfoot, is to 
be scrupulously guarded against by 
the- sheep-owner. -Expostire. in & 
cold rain is bad for a horse or 
steer; it is doubly bad for sheep. 
The sheep sheds should be on a 
high, well drained site—indeed, 
sheep should be allowed to run 
over no low, wet land. no matter 
how attractive the herbage thereon 
may be. 

Except that the ram should have 
a little grain now and then. to 
maintain his virtility, and the ewes 
a little at lambing time, the flock 
will require only pasturage for the 
greater part of the vear, with clover 
hay or like roughage for winter 
feeding. The farmer with only 
himself and a child or two to carry 
the burden of caring for animals, 
will often find the keeping of sheep 
more advantageous than the keep- 
ing of cattle.

The System Newly Introduced Into 
Dundee, Scotland. 

The first railless electric tramear 

svstem in Scotland has recently 
been introduced into Dundee. The 
lessential difference between the 
pew and the ordinary electric tram- 
way system is indicated in the for- 
|mer’s designation—it is railless, 
and the cars have free control, be- 
ing eteered with the same facility as 
a rotor bus. 

The vehicles—of which there are 
only two in uee in Dundee at pre- 
sent—weich about three ard one- 
hal’ tonsa each. and are constructed 
on bus princivies. Thev are of the 
most avproved type, being lower 


more commodious than their prede- 
censors. Accommodation is pro- 
vided for twenty-eight passengers. 

Fach car is provided with two 

brakes, ether of which is capable 
of controlling the vehicle, and the 
overhesd equipment is the same as 
the ordinary electric cars, with the 
difference that each railless vehicle 
carries two) trolley poles, one of 
which acts as the return for the 
jelectric current and completes the 
‘eirenit that is necessary for operat- 
| ine nurposes, a frnction, which is 
| fulfilled in the ordinary system by 
the tram rails.. 

So far as eauipment is concerned, 
it is stated that the cost per mile. 
works out at about one-tenth of the 
average outlay in the constriction 
of an ordinary tramway. If the, 
new system proves successful in| 
Dnodee. it is eteted that extensions 
will be made to link up the suburbs 
and outlvine districts, in this way 

acting. as feeders for the regular

“My Memoirs” the princess tells how 
they chose for the passage—in prefer- 
ence to “one of Mr. Cunard's paddle 
boats”—a sailing vessel, In which they 
were tossed on. the seas for twenty- 
seven days.

SERDING ALFALFA WITH HAND DRILEn 
that the seed bed is firm below the 
top, two or three inches. The small 


seed of the alfaifa and the delicate 
nature of the young plant demand a 


compact seed bed in comparison to | 


what is allowable for corn or even 
for wheat. 

In an open, porous seed bed the soll 
is apt to dry out in the upper few 
inches, and if this occurs shortly 
after the germination of the alfalfa 
the young seedlings are quite Hable te 
die through lack of moisture. 

If alfalfa ts to be grown after a crop 
of smalj_ grain the land sbould be fall 
plowed. The fall plowing allows the 
seed bed to become more compact 
than spring plowing and, in addition, 
aids in conserving mosture, The fall 
plowing should be worked in the 
spring in much the same manner as 
the corn‘or potato ground. Alfalfa may 
be grown upon summer fallow, though 
this probably has no advantage over 
corn ground In most Instances.
